(Continued from our laft.) 
. Sir Joun Sincrarr.—He objeéted to the meafure 
upon conttitutional grounds, as it took away the check 
which that Houfe had upon the fupplies to be granted 
to the Crown annually. Other taxés, which depended 
upon pafhion and prejudice, fuch as {nuff, tobacco, and 
fugar, might fail, but land was a fure fource of revenue ; 
yet a land tax was in itfelf-both unjuft and unequal, and 
therefore ought not to'be perpetuated. Upoa thefe 
grounds, he fhould “oppofe the- Speaker’s leaving the 
chair, and move, that the further confideration fhould 
be deferred until the next Seflion of Parliament. 

Mr Jounes rofe to give his decided oppofition to the 
meafure, which he conlidered as unjuft in many inftan- 
ces, particujarly becaufe it made that which was now 
an annual vote of Parliament, perpetual. He faid there 
exifted a fpirit in the country equal to the prefent ar- 
duous crifis, and refources equal to the expenfive con- 
teit we had to maiotain ; bat he did not think this mea- 
fure would in any degree add to thofe refources. He 
wifhed to fee every man fairly called upon to contri- 
bute one tenth of his income to the public fervice. 

Mr Buanon difagreed, from the Hon. Gentleman 
who {poke laft, as to the tendency of this meafure, 
which he thought would prove highly beneficial in its 
effects. 

Sir Joun Stnwcrark- explained. 

Colonel Errorp faid, that he fhould detain the 
Houfe a very few minutes, but that he wiihed to make 
a few obfervations on what had fallen from feveral 
gentlemen who oppofed the meafure, which had his 
moft hearty affent, becaufe he could not fee any of 
thofe evils which had been predicted of it, and becaufe 
none of the objections did, in his opinion, go materially 
again{t the principle of the bill. As to that which rela- 
ted to the conftitutional ground, it was, in his mind, 
‘completely done away, by the provifion which made a 
quantum of the prefent permanent taxes annual, in pro- 
portion to the quantum of annual tax which might be 
rendered permanent by the operation of this meafure. 
The objection made by a Noble Lord, and an Ho- 
nourable Baronet, that probably the taxes on fugar; to- 
bacco, and {nuff, might fall off, did not apply ; for that 
the danger to the contftitution arofe from the Executive 
Power having too large a fixed and permanent income, 
and from that Houfe not having the clieck of granting 
‘annually a certain proportion of the revenue. With 
refpect tg the benefits to be derived from the meafure, 
he was ePfuaded they would He co-extenfive wi 
operation of the bill ;—cWRt if the whole was fof, a 
certain benefit would accrue tothe public, and if half 
only fhould be difpofed of, half the benefit would be 
derived. 

Mr Extisow faid, with refpe& to the obfervation, 
that this plan, if carried into execution, would afford 
greater facility to the impofition of a new land-tax, he 
could not fee the leaft foundation for it, becaufe it was 
always in the power of Parliament to augment the Jand- 
tax if occafion required it; and this meafure, if agreed 
to, could neither add to, nor take from that power.— 
He agreed with an Hon. Member who fpoke before 
him, in a wifh that a tax could be laid upon all pro- 
perty equally.—Before he fat down he wifhed to make 
one obfervation, if it was not irregtilar, which was, that 
in all the places where he had acted as a Commiflioner 
to receive appeals upon the affefled taxes, the only com- 
plaint he ever heard againft them was, that they did 
not attach equally. 
The Houfe then divided upon the amendment,

Noes, - 
The Honfe then refolved 
Mr Douglas in the Chair: 
Mr Hussey exprefled, in the ftrongeft manner, his 
wifh that the Minifter would adopt a plan for laying an 
equal tax upon all property. With refpect to the pre- 
fent meafure, one of his. {trongeft objeétions to it was, 
that the land-tax, as at prefent exifting, was unequal, 
confequently that inequality would be perpetuated, with- 
out the hope of relief. 
Mr Pirr faid, that with refpeé& to the obfervation 
which had fallen from the Hon. Gentlemen who fpoke 
Jaft, as well as from fome other Hon. Member, recom- 
mending a tax upon all property, he begged to fay, that 
he perfectly concusred in the principle of taxing in pro- 
portion to property, and had gone farther in’ carrying 
that principle into praétice than any of his predecefiors. 
Whenever any plan could be fuggelted, by which a tax 
of that kind could be fairly laid on, he fhould confider 
it as a great finanical difcovery. 

The next objection made by the Hon. Gentleman 
was, that the prefent land-tax was unequal, and that 
this plan would perpetuate that inequality. This he 
really confidered rather as a recommendation of the 
meafure than an objection to it. If the land-tax was 
made perpetual by this bill, was there any gentleman 
fanguine enough to fuppofe that there was a chance of 
its being reduced? But when gentlemen talked of 
making the tax equal, before they perpetuated it, they 
fhould recolleét, that there were conveyances, fettle- 
ments, &c: made which they could not at prefent, with 
any degree of juftice, alter. If ever a period {hould 
come in which it might be neceflary to impofe a freth 
tax, it moit undoubtedly ought to be equal; but he 
thought it would be great injuftice to equalize retro- 
fpectively. Ifgentlemen would confider this fubjec, 
they would not find this injuftice of which they talked. 
Thofe who now paid a {mall land-tax; would ‘have but 
a {mall fum to pay for its redemption; and thofe who 
paid a large fum would by purchafing their land-tax, be 
freed from the payment of a large fum annually.

canceived it to be the leaft uncertain guide to the arri- 
ving at a correct equality in the diftribution of the tax. 
In a fubfequent part of the difcefhon, Mr Pitt had 
occafion to remark upon what was a very important con- 
fideration, but, at the fame time, a queltionable expe- 
dient in the line of policy, namely, whether there fhould 
be certain periods for the revifivs of a future land tax. 
Such a proceeding would be detirable, but then it was 
alfo attended with its difadvantages. Were fuch revi- 
fions too frequent, they would obvioully operate as a 
check upon agriculture and landed: improvements; were 
the tax to be regdered perpetual, and without revifal, it 
certainly mutt relapfe into that inequality fo much com- 
plained of in the old land tax.

Mec Alderman Lusuincton faid, it certainly was 
his intention to propofe fome compenfation founded on 
the report of the Committee, but in confequence of 
what had fallen from Mr Pitt, he thould proceed to ex- 
plain the grounds on which he thought the merchants 
were entitled to remuneration, and move as a_prelimi- 
nary ftep, that the report of the Committee refpecting 
the importation of corn, fhould be read. Ata period

By the interference of Government v 
confiderable fluctuations took place in the castings te 
that the price per quarter was reduced from 124 fhil- 
lings to 54 fhillings. To fhew that Government had 
not kept their faith with the merchants, or at leaft had 
not fulfilled their engagement to the full extent, he read 
the proceedings of the Houfe on the fubject, and con- 
cluded by moving that the Houfe fhould go into a Com- 
mittee. 
Colonel Strawycey faid, a number of perfons had en- 
gaged in the trade, on a perfuafion that Government 
would not interfere in limiting the quantity imported, 
and who had been confiderable {ufferers from that in- 
terference. He therefore hoped that fome compenfa- 
tion would be made. 
Mr Ryoper juttified the condué of the agents of Go- 
vernment in the purchafe of corn. The cafes that had 
happened fubfequent to the reftraining the importation 
were the fubject of regret, but a compenfation could not 
be granted without creating a dangerous precedent. 
Lord Suerrietp urged the propriety of going into 
the Committee, that the cafe of the perfons who felt 
themfelves aggrieved might be ftated. . , 
Mr Alderman Curtis faid, he had the honour ‘to 
fill the Civic Chair when the alarm of {carcity happen- 
ed; and he ftated, unlefs Government fent fupplies to 
the London market, the capital muft ftarve. This 
they were enabled to do by the exertions of their agents 
at foreign ports. The individuals embarked in the 
trade on a fpeculation ; fome had been unfuccefsful, 
but he did not think that they could expect any com- 
penfation to be made for their loffes, any more than if 
they had. been fuccefsful, Government would not have 
expected them to return any part of their gains. 
Mr Martin wifhed the fufferers to be indemnified, 
if it could be afcertained that they engaged ia the fpe- 
culation purely to ferve the public. 
Mr Sueripan did not view the fubje& as a queftion 
of ftriét juftice, but thought that the individuals had 
fuch encoyragement to embark in the trade as gave them 
a fair claim, on the principles of equity and liberality, 
to remuneration.. The lof incurred by fome were to 
be laid to their own fault; he meant thofe who kept 
the corn back from the market, in order to enhance its 
price, but it would be wrong to confound the innocent 
with the guilty. When a compenfation was propofed to 
the fpeculators in the Loyalty Loan, the Right Hon.

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LAW INTELLICENCE 
THY KING v, THE REV) MR WAKEBIELD. 
This was an appeal by Mr Wakefield agaiait’ a far- 
cup made on him for the duty for one year on two 
orfes, 
Thy, appellant bired a polt-chaife and a pair of horfes 
for two or more days, and the poftmalter ifflued a cer- 
tificate that they were fo hired, which exempted him 
from the payment of the polt horfe duty of three half- 
pence a mile, or 1s. 9d. a day each horfe. The Sur- 
veyor forthe Crown charged him with the affeffed taxes 
for the whole year for the horfes. 
The fubitance of the argument on the part of the ap- 
pellant was, that the chaife and horfes were not his 
Own, but hired of 4 perfon who was duly licenfed to 
let horfes to travel: pott. ; 
The extreme hardthip of being compelled to pay the 
affeffed taxes for the whole year, for horfes ufed by him 
only for a few days ; and that a géntleman pays the 
window and other taxes i) proportion only to the time 
he occupies the houfe. 
The Surveyor for the Crown contended, that horfes 
hired with a certificate, are to be confidered as job hor- 
fes, and the perfon hiring them is to pay the whole an- 
nual duty. ‘That the cafe of the occupier of a houfe 
bears no analogy to the prefent. 
The taxes upon horfes and carriages are integral fums 
and to be paid for the whole year, ‘though only ufed 
a few days. ; 
They were formerly licences, and. paid for , before 
being ufed. That the perfon baving job horfes always 
pays forthem; where cap the affeffors or furveyors 
draw a line between 12 months and two days? Te 
only criterion by which they can judge is, that the hor- 
fes are not let for the purpofe of travelling poft, and to 
pay the poft horfe duty, but as job horfes under a cer- 
tificate. The 29th of Geo. III. chap. 49. fec. 3. is 
decifive ; the claufe is, ** And whereas doubts have a- 
rifenh on whom duties impofed by the faid aé of the 
24th year of the reign of his Majefty fhould be charge- 
able, in refpect of horfes let out by the year, month, or 
other period, for the purpofe of drawing any coach, &c. 
Be it enacted, that in every fuch cafe, the duties, toge- 
ther with thofe impofed by virtue of this aét, thall be 
deemed and taken to be chargeable on and paid by the 
perfon or perfons refpectively by whom fuch horfes hall 
be hired and ufed.’* And what thofe jobs are is 
fully explained in the next claufe: ‘ Provided that no- 
thing in the faid a& thall extend to charge with the faid 
additional duties any coach, &c. with four wheels, or 
caravan, let to hire for the purpofe of travelling poft for 
a day, or any lefs period of time, or by the mile, or 
from ftage to ftage, by any poftmsatter, &c. duly 
licenced to let polt horfes, and whereon.the name 
and place of abode of the perfon {0 licenced thall be 
painted.” 
The Commiffioners, upon full confideration of the 
cafe, were of opinion, that Mr Wakefield was liable to 
the.whole duty, and confirmed the furchage.; 
By this determination it appears, that every perfon 
hiring a horfe or horfes for two or more days as above, 


is liable to pay the duty on fuch: horfe or horfes for a
